EDITORIAL NOTES, 


Canada has[been greatly afflicted 
with diphtheria, and the ministers 
there have been generally beseeching 
the Almighty to stay the epidemic, 
but the Montreal Witness hits the 
nail squarely onthe head when it 
says: “It is sheer blasphemy to lay 
to the account of providence a scourge 
brought upon a community by diere- 
gard of the laws of hyyiene, and let 
run its dire will through the impru- 
dence of the people generally and the 
carelessness of the authorities. 


The terms of peace which have been 
concluded with the Boers recognize 
their right to self-governmént. The 
independence of the Transvaal is to 
be granted, subject to certain condi- 
tions to be determined by a British 
Commission. The Boers have, it ap- 
pears, virtually gained the object for 
which they fought.

CALIFORNIA. 


Decision Promised—The Kslloch Trial-- 
Suicide.of a Woman—-Iaquest in 
the Case of Assembiymen Adams, 

San Francisco, March 22. 

Judge Sullivan promises a decision 
in the Burke-Flood-Bonanza case a 
week from Wednesday. Meanwhile 
he will not hold Court, devoting® Lis 
time to preparing the decision. 

In the Kalloch case Highton began 
his argument for the defense this 
morning. He dwelt strongly on the 
prominence of special council for the 
prosecution and the small share in the 
trial taken by the District Attorney, 
claiming that the case was rather a 
private persecution than a prosecution 
of the people. 

An unknown woman last night 
weigh*ed her satchel with a flatiron 
and jumped into the bay from Meigg’s 
wharf. The body was recovered this 
morning. 

An inquest in the case of Captain 
Adams, of Eureka, Nevada, killed by 
Adolph Schander, was commenced 
this afternoon. The examination of 
the witnesses shows the most astonish- 
ing lack of the observing faculty on 
the part of bystanders. Of all those 
on the stand this afternoon, who were 
present at the time of the tragedy, 
only one testified to actually seeing 
any shooting done, and he (Mr. Cal. 
lan, one of the proprietors of the sa- 
loon) could not tell who commenced 
firing, but saw Schander in the act of 
shooting and a pistol in Adams’ hand. 
Only one or two witnesses remain to 
be examined. The inquest was con- 
tinued until Thursday.

LAWS OF THE STATE OF NEVADA 


Passed by the Tenth Session of the Leg- 
islature, 1881. 


Cuar. XXI.—An Act to authorize the 
County Commissioners in the several 
counties in this State to loan or trans- 
fer surplus money from one fund to 
the other. 


[Approved February 9, 1881. 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Section 1. The County Commission- 
ers in the several counties in this State 
are hereby authorized and empowered 
to lean or transfer any surplus money 
which may be in any of the county 
funds of the respective counties, from 
one or more of said funds to the other 
and transfer the same back to the fund 
or funds from which said surplus money 
was taken, at such times and in such 
manner as, in the judgment of said 
Commissioners, the best interest of the 
county may require. 

Sec. 2. This Act shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its passage. 
Cuap. XXII.—An Act defining the duties 

of certain attaches of the State Gov- 

ernment. 


[Approved February 9, 1681.] 
The people of the State of Nevada, 
represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows: 


Seorton 1. From and after the pas- 
sage of this act it shall be the duty of 
the Governor's Private Secretary to act 
as Clerk of the Board of Pardons, with- 
out other compensation than that al- 
lowed and paid as such private sedre- 
tary.

THE ANTELOPE MINE. 


Its Discovery and Development —W hat 
It Looks Like Now. 


On a beautiful spring day in 1874 
the writer run across Captain A. D. 
Griffia on the turther slope of Pea- 
vine mountain, where he was engaged 
in prospecting. From that day to 
this he has devoted his eotire time 


and evergies to the work of finding a 


mine in the northwestern corner of 
Washoe county. He has studied 
every hill and made assays of nearly 
every piece of attractive rock over a 


hundred square miles. His attention 


was attracted a number of years ago 
by large and compact croppings on 
the raoge between Lemmons’ and Long 
valleys, about tour miles north of the 
Antelope ranch. The croppiogs were 
very heavily and uniformly mineral- 
ized. There is a slight stain of cop- 
per, but the assay returns are gold. 
After some preliminary work in the 
way of ruoning short tunnels and ex- 
amining the lay of the ledge higher 
up, he made up his mind that he had 
found his mine, and the better he 
became acquainted with it the better 
he liked it. 
THE LEDGE 

runs in a northeasterly and south- 
westerly direction, as do all the great 
fissure mines in this State. The west 
wall is syeaite of the hardest kind, 
and the east country is porphyry. 
Captain Griffin attacked the stony 
problem with his accustomed energy 
aod is solving it successfully. The 
GAazETTE's reporter made 4 visit to the 
new camp yesterday and everything 
was thrown open to his inspection. 
There was no corner of the mine he 
did not see, and everyone had erders 
to show all there was to be seen and 
tell all he knew about it. The 
claim lies on the north side of a some- 
what steep canyon, and on the west- 
ern slope of the range overluoking 
Long valley and the timber ladea di- 
vide next to Sierra valley. A hand- 
some building flanks a dump of ore 
which hangs over a road that winds 
down the mountain side to the mill, 
The building is 32165 feet, well 
framed and covered with good rustic 
lumber. It will be painted a reddish 


>| browa color and trimmed with white. 


Its contents are a stroug box over the 
mouth of the shaft, aad the hoisting 
whim, a fioe machine, all iron, pat- 
ented by Rix & Reynolds. Instead 
of haviag a big drum on tp of a pole 


as the old style was, the whole thing 
is set on the ground and the horse 


pulls an a pole which goes over the 
top and fastens at the center, It is 
very light running and effective. A 
heavy iron bucket that will hold 500 
pouads of ore is raised and lowered by 
a wire cable. The shaft has double 
compartments ali thoroughly lined 
aod well timbered. It is down about 
10 féet below the 100 level and is go 
ing right straight for the 200 before 
any cross-cujting is done, and if there 
is no trouble from water it may go 
further. There is no use of prophesy- 
ing for a mine, aod the GAxrrx never 
does it. It only gives facts and lets 
its readers judge for themselves. No 
one can see into the rocks and tell 
what a mine is going to be, but what 
18 already opened is easily told. 

THE SHAFT 


started in ore at the top, and has 
never got out of it. The assays are 
better and there are more sulphurets 
at every foot of descent. The bottom 
of the shaft yesterday was crossed by 
a handsome seam of iron-stained ore 
that was very rich in sulpburets and 
carried about $50 in gold. A chunk 
of porphyry lay on the north side of 
the shaft, but it was only five or six 
feet high and probably does not go 
down far. On the 100 level two drifts 
are being run lengthwise of the ledge. 
The one going south is 84 feet in ore 
that goes from $12 to $60 to the ton. 
A heavy seam of clay 9 inches thick 
strikes across it, but the ore is of 
about the same character on either 
side. The face of the drift shows no 
change, or, if any, it is an improve- 
ment. There seems to be some in- 
crease in the quantity of sulphurets. 
Thirty feet from the shaft a Manch 
drift cuts in 40 feet and runs about 
with the clay wall. It looks very 
well. The best part of the mine is 
shown by the drift ruoniog north, 
which is 110 feet long, and is all the 
way in good ore, assaying from $12 to 
$200 4 ton, averaging $40. It is rich 
in sulpburets which have been concen- 
"trated down to $000 aton. The drift 
is over six feet wide, and is in ore, top, 
sides and bottom. Wherever a blow- 
out bas been put in a foot or two the 
rich sulphurets glisten at the back,

wide and there is no place under the 


wall either east or west. The matter 
in the shafts and both drifts shows 
much disturbance and is very irregu- 
lar and confused. It has been ground 
and crushed between the titanic jaws 
of the porphyry and syenite ledges un- 
til there is hardly the semblance of a 
true ledge to be seen, except in the 
strong clay wall which is quite reg- 
ular. Mr. Griffin calculates that in- 
side of another hundred feet the lode 
will become regular and the walls pos- 
itively defined, aod he wants to cross- 
cut below the line of the disturbance. 
Hence he is waiting, although he is 
very anxious to get under the big 
croppings which lie 50 or 60 feet 
higher up the hill than the mouth of 


the shaft. 
THE MILL 


is a mile from the shaft, but is reach- 
ed by a good road, on a not very steep 
grade. There is no water in the mine 
nor about it, although slight water 
stains and seepages coming in show 
that there is plenty below. The mill is 
set near some springs that will supply 
all present needs, They are being 
dug out, and a tunnel or two run in 
the hill to follow them to their 
sourcer. The mill consists of two 
fine Huntington crushers of the heav- 
iest pattern. They are set up sub- 
stantially and have such a solid foun- 
dation that they can never budge. 
There is room alongside for another 
pair which will double the capacity of 
the works. The mill without concen- 
trators could not save the sulphurets, 
which promise to be the most 
valuable part of the property. To 
prevent their loss a Frue and a 
Dodge concentrator are being put in, 
and as soon as they are ready the 
machinery will be started up and pul- 
lion may be expected. The power is 
furnished by anew 10-inch engine and 
a 44-inch boiler, set in a very hand- 
some shape. The mill building is 
painted a reddish-brown, with white 
corners, and is a very neat and strong 
structure. It is well adapted in every 
way to its uses, and when put to work 
there will be no failure fron, bad 
workmanship. Everything is solid 
and well put together, and of the best 
materials, The ore is dumped into 
the top of the mill, which rests against 
the hill. The wagons are driven over 
trap doors, and the ore falls down to 
the rock-breaker, which feeds into the 
batteries, and the pulp is conducted 
in troughs to the concentrators, with- 
out ever being bandled. When com- 

pleted the mill will have a furnace 
and a pan for working the sulphurets, 
which are easily reduced, as they con- 
tain no base metals except iron. There 
is hardly atrace of silver, although 
much of the rock looks like iver ore. 

There is a blacksmith shop, a boarding 
house, a stable, an assay office and 

one Gwelling in the camp at present, 
but if it turos out at all according to 
indications it will build up quite a 
town.

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6 Improving the Highways.

From the Emme mine to Chat. Rob- 
erts’ the road is better than it has 
been for years. C. N. Norton has 
worked on it faithfully with his big 
scraper, and it is now a fine road. He 
built a new piece around the sag 
where the stage driver was killed last 
winter. H's scraper is a very effec- 
tive piece of machinery. It isa wide 
plate of iron and wood geared so that 
it runs diagonally across the road. It 
scrapes up all the rock and loose 
earth and deposits them ou the lower 
side.

U. S. vs. KIRMAN & CUTTING. 


pass Suit--Ne Whites on Pyramid 
Reservation. 


The case of the United States vs. 
Kirman & Cutting was tried in the 
Circuit Court at Carson yesterday, re- 
sulting in a verdict for the defendants 
The action was brought to recover 
damages laid at $4,000, the complaint 
alleging that plaintiffs’ sheep had 
depastured the Pyramid res- 
ervation without permission of the 
Piute tribe, and therefore contrary to 
law. The action failed as against 
Kirman, for the reason that there was 
a failure to shew that he had been in 
partnetship with Cutting, and Kir- 
man was therefore relieved of all re- 
sponsibility in the case. Regarding 
the other defendant, the burden of 
proving that he had not obtained the 
permission of the Piutes to pasture his 
sheep on the reservation, rested with 
the prosecution, and the prosecution 
failed to establish that material point. 
To have established it would have ne- 
cessitated the production in court of 
the Piute tribe, or, at least, a major- 
ity of the tribe. As the introduction 
of Indians inevidence would have been 
attended with peculiar difficulty, it is 
not surprising that Uncle Sam's case 
broke down. There were other points 
of weakness in the case. The jury 
brought in a verdict for defendants. 

There are no white trespassers on 
the reservation at present. A whole- 
some awe has been treated against in- 
fringing on the reserved rights of the 
Indians. Mr. Wasson, the acting 
Agent, states, however, that no cbjec- 
tion will be made to the visits of 
pleasure parties to the lake or to 
their fishing there. He is glad to see 
visitors at the reservation house. But 
no whites will be allowed to make a 
business of fishing at the lake, or to | ing.
